The County Unit 


THE STAR is today publishing the last of a series of articles 
I interpreting the county unit system of education, and the 
changes that it would work in the average Arkansas county. 


It so happens, that we have to announce in the 'same 


edition the fact that the County Board of Education, watch- 
ing the progress of 'a test case in the Arkansas Supreme 
Court sent up from Pike county, has decided to postpone 
indefinitely the special election called for December 10 in 
our own county. 


We believe that decision was wise. The Star's purpose 


in printing the articles on the county unit was to acquaint 
the school district taxpayers with the main features, the ad- 
vantages of and objections to, this modern method of school 
administration. 


The county unit is a theory which can probably be 


safely endorsed as a general rule—but its endorsement for 
Hempstead county in particular, is another matter. On this 
The Star is acting merely as a medium for distributing to 
th,e, taxpayers of the county the broad facts of the case. What 
they do with those facts is .up to the voters. 


But now that the issue has been postponed for a time 


it is well to remember that sooner or later the citizens of our 
county will be asked to decide it. The question is being agi- 
tated in many counties, and over in Sevier. a county with 
which our folks are probably familiar, we have a chance to 
see what the county unit will do in the way of establishing the 
physical buildings and equipment of a modern school system. 


» A map of the proposed county unit in Sevier county, 


published in the November 15th issue of the DeQueen Bee, 
shows that there will be five central high schools,, only one 
of which is in DeQueen, the county seat and largest city. 
Sevier has an assessed valuation of only $5,900,000, com- 
pared to $8,100,000 for Hempstead. This is only a rank guess 
but we may presume that if the county unit system were 
adopted in Hempstead this county would have not less than 
five high schools, only one of which would be in Hope. 


This is important to the rest of the county. The rest of 


the cltuny outside the City of Hope has good reason to ask 
whether the county unit means simply an amalgamation of. 
rural .schools with Hope as the center, or a real county sys- 
tem depending on as many as five widely separated but 
equally important points. The map of Sevier county, we be- 
lieve, would convince anyone of the honest intent of the 
county unit idea. . 


This issue is all-important because upon it hangs the 


fate of a school like that splendid new building at Spring 
Hill, the dedication of which we attended just the other day. 
The Star can safely say that if the county unit idea should 
ever be adopted in Hempstead county it would increase 
rather than diminish a strategic point like Spring Hill. 


The county unit system must obviously follow along the 


lines of previous district consolidations, and if one were to be 
alarmed over the possible failure of the idea at the polls it 
would be simply the fear that the consolidation of the smaller 
districts has not progressed far enough as yet. 


Spring Hill, with its record of consolidating five smaller 


districts, is a splendid example of what it takes to bring on 
a real county unit. We ought to say, furthermore, that the 
new Spring Hill school building appears to us to be an ideal 
concentration point for a high school under the county unit 
system. The building is much larger and finer than many we 
have seen among the highly developed rural school systems 
of North Louisianan. 


To be specific, Clcburne parish, Louisiana, is regarded 


as a model for school consolidations and the transportation 
of students by bus; but outside the cities 
of Homer and 


Haynesville, Cleburne parish has nothing finer than, if 
equal to, our new school at Spring Hill. 


If Hempstead had more like that there wouldn't be any 


argument about the county unit, We would already have it.

Turkey Raising In Arkansas 


TN the annual report of the Home Demonstration Agent of 
I Hempstead county, Miss Mary Bucheley, offers this testi- 
mony on turkey raising in Arkansas: 


"A new project has been carried on with turkey raising 


this year that has caused many people to decide to raise 
turkeys next year. This work was carried on in cooperation 
with the Missouri Pacific poultry specialist. Four demon- 
stration flocks were started, and as a result, there will be 
over 400 turkeys marketed this year. The method used is 
called the sanitary confined method. By this method an acre 
of ground is fenced off and planted to green feed. A small 
shed is constructed for shelter, and the turkeys are fed bal- 
anced mash. Mr. J. N. Thomas of Blevins, hatched, from 
four hens, 120 turkeys. He now has 9;i and lost only one from 
black head. One- of his new six months old turkeys weighs 18 
pounds, and the feed has cost him $1.60. At thirty cents a 
pound this turkey will sell for $5.40 and he will make a net 
profit of $3.80. Three hundred and eighty dollars on a flock 
of turkeys for six months care it much better than Mr. 
Thomas can make on an acre of any other crop. Next year 
we plan to ship a carload of turkeys from this county."

Mnior Van Zandt recently celebrat- 


ed his 93d birthday. 


His bank, which now occupies a 22 


story building, has had no other pres- 
ident since it was founded in a little 
frame shack more than u half-century 
ago. before even a railroad came to 
Fort Worth. Its capital then was $10,- 
000. as against a capital, surplus and 
undivided profits now of more than 
?5,000,000. 


Major Van Zandl nol only planned 


Fort Worth's first bank, but also 
brought both the first and 
second 


railroads to Fort Worth. He donated 
the property for tho first church and 
helped to build it. He taught the 
first school and the 
first1! Sunday 


school classes ever known in Fort 
Worth. He built the first "skyscraper" | 
way back there, a lowering building 
of eight stories. 


Major Van Zandt came to Forth 


Worth in a covered wagon after the 
Civil War, on borrowed money. He
